DETAILED ACTION 



Examiner's Comment 



1 . Cancellation of original claims 2-20 inadvertently were not entered with Pre- Amendment, 
filed 3/18/99. Original claims 2-20 have now been canceled. 

2. Applicant's amendment (Paper No. 10, filed 1 1/21/00) had claims numbered 2-10. 
The numbering of claims is not in accordance with 37 CAR 1 .126 which requires the 

original numbering of the claims to be preserved throughout the prosecution. When claims are 
canceled, the remaining claims must not be renumbered. When new claims are presented, they 
must be numbered consecutively beginning with the number next following the highest 
numbered claims previously presented (whether entered or not). 
Misnumbered claims have now been renumbered 21-29. 

3. Amendment of original claim 1 ( also in Paper No. 10) has been entered. 

4. Claims 1 and 2 1 -29 are now presented. 



5. Double Patenting rejection has been withdrawn in view of Terminal Disclaimer 
filed 11/21/00 (Paper No. 9). 
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6. Claims 1 and 21-29 are allowed.
